oragnlzattons, 
and 
does 
not believe any other European nation 
would have been able to resist Japan 
as R ussia has dona. 
"It must be taken Into consideration, 
said M. W itte, “that the Japanese had 
been 
preparing them selves for 
war 
about ten years, while Russia w as en 
tlrely unprepared, w ishing and trusting 
In peace. 
They fought In their own 
neighborhood under all favorable eon 
ditlons, while the R ussians bad to be 
sent 9000 versts from their headquar 
ters by railroad entirely Insufficient to 
their needs, and to flght a colonial war 
with all co-efllclents 
against 
them 
T here is not in history another exam 
pie of a sim ilar disproportion between 
enemies. 
"The g reat majority of the Russian 
people," said M. W itte, “don't a tta ch to 
the conflict In the far east the im port 
ance w hich is given to It In Europe an 
Am erica. 
It Is considered as a very 
d istan t colonial w ar, but the whole 
R ussian people would rise as a slnr 
m an the day In which they should think 
th at It Is no m ore the question of a 
colonial war. w hich is not dangerous, 
but of a conflict threatening the secur 
R f of the country.” 
M. W itte intim ated, notw ithstanding 
these views, th a t he doesn’t m ean to 
say th a t he will not m ake every possi­ 
ble effort tow ard 
the conclusion of 
peace, adding th a t he Is favorable to 
peace as a R ussian and as a m an. h a v ­ 
ing alw ays worked to prevent w ar and 
understanding th at a t present nearly 
the entire world desired the end of the 
conflict.
